PUBLIC EDUCATION. 



_ Education is one of those subjects on 
( which it is ditficult tosny too much; in every 
l country nnd throughout all ages tho cnlturo 
* of tho minds of the young has been one of 
1 tho first considerations of the governing race?; 
» and wo find amongst both ancients and 
moderns that those nations who have paid 
t the most attention to education havo in 
, variably excelled in one way or another. Wa 
j need look no farther than to our neighbors 
j for nn illustration: The establishment of 
■ ichools and tho oarly education of tne lising 
generation has for many years been one of 
the first carcs'of American statesmen ; and 
• we believe that in the annals of the world we 
» shall find no nation so free from indigent 
poor. A boy who has had a good oducation 
] will invariably make his way in the world, 
and unless ho is naturally vicious, or grossly 
indolent, or from defect of mental powers, or 
physical atrength, incapable of earning his 
own living, be will never come to absolute 
want, lie faels his independence, and pro- 
bably, to a certain extent, shows it in his 
mannor. Ou arriving at manhood, the edu- 
cated youth is moro impatient of control than 
his uneducated parents; consequently, he will 
desire to better his position in lifo. He is not 
content to plod on in the weary steps of his 
ancestors : he feels that there is something 
higher for him to aspiro to ; ho must exorcise 
the intellect that has been cultivated within 
him, and reap the Iruit of the seed that has 
been planted, or the talentn fostered by that 
very cultivation will not only stop the 
growth of good fruit but will produce a 
most eyil result, and cause the partially 
cultivated mind the more readily to receive 
ovil impressions. For many years the 
education of the masses iu England mot 
with steady opposition, espeoinlly from 
the Tories of tho old school. The partially 
quoted proverb, " A littlo learning is a dan- 
gerous thing,''" was invariably in the mouths 
of those who, when the first public educa 
tional movement was commenced, studiously 
opposed all measures which could help it for- 
. ward. This was ably answered by tho early 
promotors of schools that " a little learning 
is less dangerous than none at all." We be- 
lieve that the idea of education being danger- 
ous., exploded simultaneously with tho intro- 
duction of railways, or at some equally remote 
period, loog before this colony had reached 
even tho embryo state. That the question of 
education in this Colony is one that has not 
been altogether ncgleoted tho anniversary 
that waB celebrated on Thursday last will 
testify. The progress of the Collegiate 
School, from its establishment in 18G0, to 
the present time, must we think, upon ihe 
whole, bo satisfactory to the Bishop as Visi- 
tor, ft tho Reverend Principal, and to all 
others connected with ita management, as 
well a3 to the public generally. The course 
of instruction at this school is similar to that 
of the best English Grammar Schools, and 
we believe that a sound and practical educa- 
tion, as good in fact, as can be given at any 
school, is imparted to its scholars; but those 
who desiro to seo Vancouver Island a pros- 
perous and thriving country, will probably 
feel the most interest in the Colonial Schools. 
It is in these that the rising generation of 
our mechanics, artizans, and tillers of the 
soil will get their education. They are open 
to all classes at the rate of five dollars per 
annum, and a sound English education is 
given. There aro at present three of these 
schools established, respectively in Victoria, 
at Craigflower, and at Nanaimo. These are 
we believe tho only schools fostered by gov- 
ernment, wo do not say supported, because 
the fees paid by pupils will go a long way 
towards paying the salaries of teachers. It 
is high time that the present system of work- 
ing them should be enquired into, and WO 
trust that tho Committee for which Mr. 
Duncan will move on Monday next, will 
sift this matter Ihoroughly. As our 
agricultural districts become mora thick- 
ly settled, wo shall have year by year 
an increasing number of the rising generation 
crying oat for education. We cannot estab- 
lish schools in distriots unless the population 
is sufficient to warrant the supposition that 
there will at least be employment for a 
teacher. We would then suggest, that at 
gome one or more of the colonial schools pro- 
vision should be made for the reception of 
hoarders, at rales corresponding to that now 
charged for day scholars. Wc believe that 
many who cannot afford to send their 
children to boarding schools would gladly 
avail themselves of such an opportunity of 
providing for their education. 

Before concluding these remarks, we would 
call attention to tho existing stato ol things 
with regard to education in some of the coun- 
ties in the adjacent American States. In 
San Francisco County there were at the 
close of ISC 1 , seventeon public schools, the 
State apportionment to which was for the 
year $191,050,31 ; the number of children at- 
tending was C.G7-1, being rather more ilian 
half the number of childron botween tho ages 
of four and eighteen belonging to the county. 
In Sacramento county there were fifty-two 
schools ; the grant was $5,583,60 ; tho num- 
ber of ohildren attending, 2,373, being again 
more than half the children of the county. 
MR. RING AND THE CITY TAXES. 

We did not intend in our article ol Thurs- 
day last, to suggest that the acting Attorney 
General "grudged" the payment of the tax 
;n question ; we took it for granted that his 
refusal was based upon the illegality of the 
tax, and we give Mr. Ring full credit for 
taking his stand ou constitutional grounds. 
The joint opinion to which Mr. Ring refers, 
and which he calls upon us to lay again be- 
fore the public, has not escaped our memory. 
We quote that portion of it which seems to 
apply to the License Tax. In reply to ques- 
tion 1, which wns: "Have tho Mayor and 
Council of the City of Victoria power to 
assess a Trades License, or Liquor Liconse, 
under the charter here exhibited'?" Messrs. 
Ring and McCrcight state— "We ore •/ 
opinion that there is no such power given to 
the Mayor and Conucil as is mentioned in 
the first question." Iu roply to the last or 
general question, Hie opinion says— "Tho 
courso for tho Mayor and Council to pursue, 
is to obtain the assislance of the legislature 
lu romedy tho defects of the Act of Incorpo- 
ration." Wc certainly supposed that the 
Council had in some sort followed the ad- 
vice above quoted ; as a communication 
from .the Colonial Secretary to the Mayor 
nnd Council, enclosing n most decisive 
opinion from die Attorney General, as to tho 
power given by tho Act of Incorporation to 
levy taxes, was published in onr column? 
about a fortnight after the publication of the 
joint opinion of tho other two lenrnod counsel.

As the opinion of the Attorney General came 
to the Council officially through the Executive 
Government, wo think wo nie warranted 
in the conclusion, that the Mayor and Council 
had applied to some branch of the Legisla- 
ture for assistance out ol their difficulties. 
We subjoin extracts from Mr. Guy's 
opinion : 

"I entertain no doubt whatever as to the 
query proposed. By the 24lh section of the 
Act, the Council aro empowered by by-law 
to direct in what manner the funds required 
for municipal purposes shall be raised. * * 

Suppose the Ccunoil pass by-laws impos 
ing licenses, such as a trudo license, and such 
by-law is not disallowed, it has the force of 
law just as much as any Act of Farliarnent 
passed by Commons and Lords, and assented 
to by the Crown. # * # * * 

Such by-laws when passed aud uot dis- 
allowed nre to be administered from tho t ri - 
buuals of justice without question. Any 
other doctrir.o would vest in the juducial 
functionaries a power of over-ruling the as- 
sent of the Crown, which is absurd."

The Speaker took his tent at 3:15 p. Ill, 
Members present — Messrs. Young, Do Cos- 
mos, ltidge. Powell. Trimble, Pester, Street, 
Burnaby, Duncan, Cars well, Pidwell, Bayley. 
POSTeONEMSNT. 
Mr. Ilidge asked leave, to postpone his 
motion on the Alien Act, till the next meet- 
ing of the House. Agreed to. 

COriREsrONDENCK. 

The Speaker read a communication from 
His Excellency, laying before the Mouse cer- 
tain correspondence between the Government 
and the Hudson Bay Company. 

Mr. Burnaby moved that the correspon- 
dence in regard to the Hudson Hay Company 
bo printed. Seconded by Mr. De Cosmos, 
and carried. 

ELECTION PETITIONS. 
The Speaker appointed as a Committee On 
Election Petitions, .Messrs. Powell, Tolmie, 
Burnaby, Duncan, and Bayley. 

A QUESTION OF ORDER. 

Mr. Burnaby, after apologizing to the 
Speaker for his absence during the last few 
meetings, brought forward his motion to ask 
the Colonial Secretary whether ho sat in the 
House as representative of Her Majesty's 
Government ! He alluded 10 the desirability 
of the honorable gentleman heine; in tho 
House, possessed as ho was of all the infor- 
mation in the hands of the Government, 
which was not available to other members, 
lie {therefore wished to know whether the 
honorable member represented the Govern- 
ment or sat simply as a private member. 

Mr. De Cosmos rose t.i 11 point 0! order ; 
He btnted thnt according to Parliamentary 
practice, there were but two cas >s in which a 
question can be put to a member of the 
House — first to a Minister of the Crown con- 
cerning any measure pending in Parliament, 
and second", to-particular members who had 
some immediate business before the House. 
As the question of the honorable member did 
not come under either of these two cases, lie 
objected to its being rec:ived, simply, how- 
ever, as a question of order. 

Tho Speaker slated that ho agreed with 
iho honorable member fir Victoria, that the 
question was an improper 0110, and decided 
that it could not be entertained. 

WRITS or CAPIAS. 

Mr. Young asked leave at next meeting of 
the House to bring in a bill to restrain writs 
of capias within the jurisdiction of Vancou- 
ver Island and its dependencies, upon debts 
or causes of action contracted or incurred 
elsewhere. 

MINISTERIAL COUNCIL. 
Mr. Burnaby gave notice that at an early 
day he would move for a petition to the Gov- 
ernor praying him to appoint a ministerial 
council for initiating tiie public business in 
the legislature 

TUB STATUTES. 

Mr. Street brought up his motion for a 
copy ol the statutes of the Colony to each 
member of the House. He briefly remarked 
on tho necessity, especially to new members, 
of having a copy at hand for reference. 

Seconded by .Mr. Pidwell and earned. 

SKATS IS TUB LEQISLAT1VK COUNCIL. 

Mr. DeCosmos brought forward his motion 
for eorrespon lence in regard to the oll'or ol 
seats in the Legislative Oonnoil and the re- 
plies thereto. He said that this was a 
matter which had excited considerable in- 
terest in the Colony, and it was desirable 
that all the information in regard to it should 
be laid before the House. 

Seconded hy Mr. Pidwell, and carried. 
CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mr. DeCosmos stated that he would with- 
draw for the present, his motion lor the pro- 
duction ol the correspondence in regard to 
the Hudson Bay Company, ns portions ol 
that correspondence had since been laid 
before the House. 

OROWN LANDS, 

Dr. Trimble brought up his motion for a 
Committee to investigate the condition of the 
crown lauds el the colony with reference to 
the proposition of the Imperial Secretary ol 
State to hand them over to the colony. The 
lion, member said, that ho considered this 
the most important measure that could be 
brought before the House. Vast tracts of 
land, thousands of acres in the vicinity of 
Victoria, were held by men who were not the 
legal owners. ( Hear, hear.) He asked lor a 
special Committee, with power to produce 
papers, persons and r cords. 
' The Speaker explained that tho power to 
demand papers from the government rested 
onlv with Iho House. 

Air. DeCosmos thought that on such an im- 
portant matter there should be a large com- 
mittee, he, therefore, would move that the 
words " of seven " bo added after the word 
committee in iho original motion. 

Seconded by Mr. Pidwell, and carried. 

The Speaker then put the original motion, 
which was carried item (in. Committee, 
Messrs. Trimble. DeCosmos, Burnaby, Tolmie, 
Duncan, Ridge arid Poster. 

Mr. DeCosmos introduced his mot. on for a I 
Committee on the Mineral Resources of the 
Province. He said that we have reasons for 
believing that there aro in die colony the 
richest deposits, especially licli veins of cop- 
per, and extensive coal fields, as well as iron 
and other minerals. The development of 
these resources was of vital importance, and 
he would, therefore, ask foi a Committee to 
investigate into them, mid puriicuiarly to 
secure facilities lor taking up and working 
mineral deposits. 

Seconded by Mr. Street. 

Mr. Burnaby moved that tiie word ''colony" 
be substituted for "province." (Laughter.) 
Motion subsequently withdrawn. 

Mr. Bayley supported the motion, alluding 
to iho difficulty of taking up and working 
mineral lands, on account (4 the restrictions 
placed in the way by the laws. 

Mr. Young slated ihul lie did not know of 
atiy^ such laws, his opinion was that tho 
owners ol* land held all Iho minerals therein 
except gold and silver. Of course, going on 
another man's land to mine was another 
thing. 

Mr. llidgo asked if tho Croivn held no 
royally in gold and silver. 

Mr. Voting said, that the crown gave up 
all the baser minerals. 

Tho motion was thou carried nem. con. 
Committee, DeCosmos. Bayley and Pidwell. 
DUKE OF NEWCASTLE'S DESPATCH. 

Mr. Pidwell brought lorwaid his motion for 
a Committee on the' Duke of Newcastle's 
despatch. 

Mr. Burnaby asked the lion, member to 
postpone his motion till the lion, member for 
Victoria (Mr. ltidge) introduced his motion 
in regard lo union ol the colonies. Tho 
motion wa* accordingly postponed for the 
present. 

PtjnLIO ROADS 

Mr. Street introduced his motion for a 
committee tn examine into tltu state of the 
country roads, the necessity for new ones, 
and die propriety of making special appro- 
priations for particular ro.uls. Mr. Street 
said that this was not 11 popular subject usu- 
ally in the House, although ho did not say 
it was neglected, but he must say that a 
more important subject, especially to an ag- 
ricultural country could scarcely coino before 
the House. He knew of settlers in llio 
country of largo means and experience, who 
would go extensively into agricultural par- 
suits were the country opened up by good 
roads. It was well known thvt no country 
could nourish without good roads. lie hoped 
the House would grant the Committee. 

Mr. Duncan seconded the motion. 

Mr. Young said that he thought if the 
House should appoint this committee, and 
adopt its suggestions, it would stultify itsell, 
as it had already vested powers for that pur- 
pose in the Road Commissioners. He thought 
also that the House would go beyond its 
powers in originating money matters ; it 
would bo nucoustitution.il. 

Dr. Tolmie agreed with tho last speaker. 

Col- Foster supported the motion, anil did 
no', think it would interfero v.dth tho Bond 
Commissioners ; in order, however, to meet 
the wishes of honorablo members, lie would 
with the consent of the honorable member 
from Saanich, movo an amendment that a 
committee be appointed to report on the 
statu of the public roads, and what improve- 
ments are desirable. Seconded by Mr. IJur- 
Dpby, and curried. 

Committee :— Messrs. Stroct, Carswell, Bur- 
naby, and Jackson. 

n ABHOR IMPROVEMENTS, 

Mr. De Cosmos brought forward his hjrjr 
lion for 11 committeo 011 Victoria Harbor Jh)t 
provemcnls, etc., etc. He briefly nr-paul the 
importance lo commercial interest! of imme 
diutely and thoroughly improving the' liurhor. 
Seconded by Mr. Duncan. 



Mr. Young admitted the value of the mo 
tiin, but thought that all the necessary in- 
formation could bo much better obtained 
from tho archives of the House, being tho 
result of a commission of tbo ablest men in 
the colony, under Captain Richards, It. N. 
In regard to funds the honorable member re- 
ferred to iho £40,000 Act in which the pro- 
portion of linrbor money was ns 18 to 22. 
He also load a teller from Surveyor Genera 
Pemberton, giving tho cost of a steam dredge 
with tug, etc. complete, which had been 
ordered lo be mide, viz. — X 1,870, A 
complete- suit of diving apparatus was to be 
bad for £1-10. He thought this was all the 
information which could be obtained by a 
Committee, the motion for which ho there- 
fore hoped would be withdrawn. 

Mr. De Cosmos did not feel justified in 
withdrawing his motion, on account of the 
statements of the honorable member; bo 
wished to know wliut the government would 
do iu tlio matter — whether they find pro- 
jected sufficient improvements based on that 
"loan, to satisfy the demands or the commu- 
nity. 

Tiie motion was then passed, Mr. Young 
dissenting.
